We have examined the financial statements (Exhibits A through H and 
Schedule A-1 ) arising from cash transactions of the Town of Proctor, Vermont 
as of June 30, 1 984 and for the year then ended. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing proce- 
dures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

As described in Note 1, the Town of Proctor's policy is to prepare its 
financial statements on the basis of cash receipts and disbursements; conse- 
quently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized when received 
rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid 
rather than when the obligation is incurred. Accordingly, the accompanying 
financial statements are not intended to present financial position and results 
of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles 
(modified accrual basis of accounting). 

The Town of Proctor, has not maintained a record of its general fixed 
assets and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets required by 
generally accepted accounting principles is not included in the financial 
report. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly 
the assets and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Town of Proctor, 
Vermont as of June 30, 1984 and the revenue collected and expenses paid 
during the year then ended, on the basis of accounting described in Note 1, 
which basis has been appHed in a manner consistent with that of the preceding 
year. 

The column on the accompanying financial statements captioned 
"Memorandum Only - Total" is not necessary for a fair presentation of the 
financial statements, but is presented as additional analytical data.

Notes To Financial Statements 
June 30, 1984 

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

A. Basis of Accounting — The financial statements of the Town of Proctor, 
Vermont have been prepared on the cash basis of accounting and thus 
do not conform to generally accepted accounting principles as applica- 
ble to governmental units as promulgated by the AICPA. No recogni- 
tion is given to assets, liabiHties, revenues, and expenditures until cash 
has been received or disbursed. The modified accrual basis of account- 
ing is the acceptable basis of accounting as promulgated by the AICPA. 
(Certain revenues partially offset by provisions for estimated losses 
should be taken into consideration when earned, even though not 
received in cash. Certain expenditures should be recorded as soon as the 
liabiHties are incurred.) 

B. Fund Accounting — The accounts of the Town have been organized on 
the basis of funds and account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. Each fund has been accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabiH- 
ties, fund balance, revenues and expenses as appropriate. The Town's 
resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based 
upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by 
which spending activities are controlled. The various funds are grouped 
in the financial statements in this report into three general fund types 
and the two broad fund categories as follows: 

GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund — The General fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except those 
required to be accounted for in another fund. 

Special Revenue Fund — The Special Revenue Fund accounts for the 
revenue sharing of the Town. 

FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Agency Funds — The Agency Funds account for assets expensed and 
transferred from the other funds and also assets held for particular 
organizations.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued) 

C. Fixed Assets — Fixed assets are recorded as expenses paid in the 
respective acquiring fund at the time of purchase. Such assets are not 
capitalized nor depreciated in these funds. Generally accepted ac- 
counting principles requires that fixed assets used in governmental 
fund type operations be accounted for in a General Fixed Assets 
Account Group. The Town, however, has not maintained a record of 
its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed 
assets has not been presented. 

D. Inventories — There are no inventories recorded within the General 
Fund. All inventory items are considered to be expenses paid at the 
time of purchase. 

£. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 

The Town Follows these procedures in estabhshing the budgetary data 
reflected in these financial statements: 

1. Prior to May 17, 1983 the Budget Review Committee submits to the 
Town Board of Selectmen a proposed operating budget covering the 
General Fund for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1983. The 
operating budget includes proposed expenditures and the means of 
financing them. 

2. Public hearings are conducted to obtain taxpayer comments. 

3. The budget was legally enacted at at Town Meeting on May 17, 1983. 

4. Any revisions that alter expenditures of any fund must be approved 
by the Board of Selectmen. 

5. Formal Budgetary integration is employed as a management control 
device during the year for the General Fund.

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TOWN OF PROCTOR SELECTMEN REPORT 



We arepleased to report the completion of the 83-84 aduit, resulting in the 
verification of all financial accounts. Having an independent audit on a yearly 
basis is extremely valuable, not only for the verification of accounts, but for the 
recommendations concerning accounting procedures which have proved 
helpful to all those responsible for keeping our financial records. 

As your Selectmen, we are ever mindful of our decreasing industrial tax 
base as it effects all residents of Proctor. This continuing shift of the tax base 
can cause undue burdens on the residential taxpayers unless we remain 
constantly aware of our spending. It is most important to place emphasis on a 
priority-only attitude in our future spending policies. As we have extremely 
limited possibility of industrial expansion, it is most important to keep our 
costs down so as to continue the services that we are now able to provide. 

We have been able, through the efforts of the tax collector and legal 
counsel, to collect much of our delinquent taxes. We understand that it is 
difficult for many people to pay their taxes in these times, however, the majority 
of consciencious people who do pay their taxes can be left with the unjust 
burden of those who do not. We will, of course, continue our work to clear 
these delinquent taxes from our books. 

It appears that Revenue Sharing monies will be reduced or possibly 
eliminated within the next few years, so it would be equally wise to use the 
priority-only philosophy when considering projects to be paid for by this fund. 

The town of Proctor is fortunate to have funds such as the MRP Fund 
which helps to defray the cost for various projects for the people of Proctor. It 
will become so much more important in the future to use this fund wisely, 
especially in light of the reduction of Revenue Sharing. 

Due to more rigid pollution standards by Federal and State Agencies, it 
has become necessary for us to update our sewage treatment plant. We are 
currently operating on a temporary pollution permit which must be renewed 
each year. We have, as your Selectmen, been taking an active role in this 
project; working closely with the engineers, investigating Federal and State 
funding, and traveling to visit existing treatment plants which are comparable 
to what us needed in Proctor. Currently the local funding responsibihty is 
approximately 25%. It seems that the longer we delay on this project, the 
more the local funding could increase. We will be holding several public 
meetings in the near future to explain this entire project in detail and answer 
all questions you may have. 

We wish to thank all our local and hardworking employees and all those 
dedicated people who have given and continue to give their valuable time to 
work on the various committees and organizations in Proctor. Because of 
their hard work, ideas, and suggestions, the job as your selectmen is more 
representative of all the people. There are still many positions to be filled on 
these committees and concerned groups and we encourage all of you who are 
interested in participating to please contact us or the Town Clerk at any time. 

It is plain to see by this letter that Proctor is facing many challenges in the 
next few years and we need the input and the cooperation of all of you to meet 
these challenges and still maintain an affordable and comfortable standard of

PROCTOR FREE LIBRARY 
1983-1984 Report 

The community continued to make good use of the Proctor Free Library 
during the past year. Circulation of books and magazines remained well 
above 30,000, providing information and pleasure to a wide variety of custo- 
mers. Many people confined to their homes are avid readers and the hbrary 
has been especially responsive to their needs. Any given day may find a variety 
of patrons — pre-schoolers playing with toys while their mothers select 
reading material, school students doing research or working on papers, do-it- 
yourselfers looking for information, visitors from out of town or local groups 
using the community rooms. 

The library inventory was maintained at a high level. The selection of 
books and magazines is well above the average for towns of similar size. Most 
best sellers are available. There is a good stock of current magazines and up to 
date encyclopaedias and other references. The collection of Vermont books is 
increased each year. More than $8,400 was spent on reading material during 
the past year and a number of books were culled from the shelves for book 
sales. Several books were donated to the library as memorials. 

A six week summer reading program for children was again held, with 
attendance somewhat lower than in the recent past. Approximately 25 children 
participated in the activities, which included the construction and display of a 
model of the Olympic Village. Something new has been added for pre- 
schoolers. Nancy Allenby organized a reading group which had good attend- 
ance during its first seven week segment. Other readers are Kathy Cook, 
Laura Schultz and Marie Tillberg. Use of the community rooms remained 
high. Some users are the Brownies, Girl Scouts, 4-H Club, Cub Scouts, 
Senior Citizens, Proctor Historical Society and the Couples Club. 

The total operating budget of the Hbrary for fiscal year 1 984 was $49,24 1 . 
The town budget contributed $30,250 for personnel costs. A grant of $3,000 
from the Mortimer Proctor Fund helped with the book budget. No major 
repairs were made to the building and no major items of equipment were 
purchased. 

The Hbrary is open 38 hours per week. Hours are 9 to 11 A.M. and 3 to 8 
P.M. on weekdays and 9 to 12 on Saturday mornings. Current trustees are 
Nancy Allenby, Frances Ambrosini, Chris Rafter, Barbara Hastings, David 
Melen, Sanborn Partridge, CHnton Pratt and Ralph TiUberg.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
1984 Report 

HIGHWAY 

The West Street reconstruction project was completed as originally 
scheduled. We extended our project 1400 feet south of the area that was 
completed in 1983. After excavating this 1400 feet by 26 feet by 24 inches we 
installed a fabric which will eliminate the mixing of fine silts with the new 24 
inches of gravel being installed. A 2 1 / 2 inch of hot mix overlay was used to 
protect the surface. Only time will convince us if this new venture will work in 
our area. Total cost amounted to $40,345.95 and of this amount $32,052.95 
was purchased material. 

The Columbian Avenue project was completed only after negotiation to 
accept this road as a Town Road was completed between our Town Agent 
and the Humphrey Property owners. This 365 foot by 22 feet was excavated 
with a fabric laid in place with 24 inches of gravel placed on top. The area was 
then paved with 2 1/2 inches of hot mix, completing the long controversial 
project. Total cost amounted to $8,777.19 of which $4,644.69 was purchased 
material. 

The Williams Street Highway was leveled and paved with a 1 inch hot 
mix overlay for a total cost of $1 1,334.14. 

Projected road projects for the 1985-1986 fiscal year include Church 
Street, which is in dire need of reconstruction, Powers Square, Pine Street, 
High Street and any other streets that our financial system will allow. 

May we remind tax payers again that it would be unwise to resurface any 
roads that are in need of either new water lines, wastewater Hues or recon- 
struction. This would only be a complete waste of the tax payers money. 

WATER 

Two major water projects were completed consisting of a 6 inch waterline 
connecting Elm Street with the Gorham Bridge Road and a 6 inch line 
completing the eastern portion of Eden Avenue. Total material cost of both 
projects amounted to $ 1 1 ,8 1 1 .07. 

May we remind the residents of Proctor that water is one of the major 
elements of life and must be PROTECTED AND CONSERVED at all cost. 
To bring the water to your home means updating the system it self by 
replacement of old lines which is a must if we are to continue to the high 
quality of water that we are use to. Remember, water is not only used for daily 
consumption but for lawns, gardens, swimming pools, fire protection etc. 

Several hours were spent looking for water leaks due to our lines getting 
older. We seem to have problems with lead joints blowing out, valves leaking 
or old service Hues deteriorating. Please remember that some of our lines date 
back to 1884. Several small leaks were detected along with one major Blow- 
Out near the Marble Bridge. These leaks can be extremely costly as our daily 
flow from Kilm Brook cannot sustain our needs and the artesian well must 
take over. 
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If you hear water running in your house or detect strange noises in your 
pipes please do not hesitate to notify us as there may be trouble in your area. 

To sum up the above statment it seems that in order to keep our system 
working properly we advise that our rates for consumption be increased to 
allow us to purchase the necessary materials to ensure quality, quantity and 
continued service. 

WASTEWATER 

Installation of new pumps, electrical panels, valves etc. completed the 
renovation of our pumping stations. There is no doubt that major savings have 
occured since this installation and will over the next several years. All work, 
except the electrical installation, was completed with pride by the Highway 
employees. We encourage people to visit these stations to see where their tax 
dollars are going. 

Total cost amounted to $12,184.90 for the final station. 

Financial approval for Final Design has been received with the Engineer- 
ing firm of Phillips & Emberley, expecting completion by October of 1985. 
Bond vote should take place in late 1985 or early 1986 for approval. Due to 
Federal and State requirements we cannot meet their standards as our prim- 
ary plant was not designed to do this. Future design call for a lagoon type 
system with plenty of room for expansion. 

LANDFILL 

Progress has been accompUshed on our regional resource recovery plant, 
with expectation of construction to begin this 1985 spring season. If all goes 
well we anticipate the plant to be on Hne in early 1987. This worth while 
project has been needed in the Rutland area for many years. The whole region 
will benefit by eUmination of ground water aquafer of pollution and 
contamination. 

Please remember the guiding rules set up to assist you when entering the 
landfill area. Your caretaker tells you where to put certain materials and it is 
your responsibility to abide by his wishes. Please use common sense and a 
little judgement while at the site. 

CLOSING REMARKS 

Albert Curtis, who worked for the Town, left his employment as of 
November 30, 1984. We all wish "Al" the "best" in his new venture. 

Charles Chehy, Jr. started employment with the Town as of December 1 , 
1984. We welcome "Bud" and hope his employment with us will last for many 
years. 

New street signs and posts were erected this year to guide tourists, 
Regional Ambulance, Rescue Squads and the Bus to areas in need. Unfortu- 
nately some of the signs have begun to disappear again. Personally, I feel sorry 
for those who are "steaUng" these signs, as someday you or a member of your 
family may require emergency service that could be delayed due directly to 
your behavior. This could cost someone their life. 

Team work is a must for all citizens of Proctor if we are to continue with 
the type of services we are use to, as we see our tax base eroding and cost of 
services rising. This means all who are directly or indirectly involved with any 
function of government or activity must plan or chart their cause using their 
resources available to the best of their ability in order to achieve their goals.

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PROCTOR POOL 
Committee's Annual Report 

The Eighty-fifth season of the Proctor Pool opened during the second 
week of June, for a ten week period. This past summer was one of the 
best that we have had for some time. The weather cooperated most of the 
summer. There was an excellent staff maintaining the operation of the Pool 
during the entire summer, which immediately addressed the discipUnary 
problems at the beginning of the summer season. They kept things running 
smoothly throughout the summer, insuring a safe educational environment. 

This years Pool Staff consisted of Head Life Guard — Jim Lehman, 
Assistant Head Life Guard — Joanie Chase, Life Guards — Rayne Pollack, 
Betty Nynez, and John Wallace. All of these guards were highly qualified for 
their positions and did an excellent job throughout the season. Not enough 
can be said for the quality of the Pool Staff. Each one knew what to do and 
took responsibility without instruction. 

Swimming lessons consisted of Pre-school, Beginners, Advanced 
Beginners, Intermediate Swimmers, Advanced Swimmers, Water Safety Aids, 
Advanced Life Saving, and Adult Swim. There were one hundred and sixty 
children that registered, with the majority in Beginners through Swimmers 
levels. Classes were arranged so that the Average Class had ten students, with 
three classes being taught each hour. 

Mornings during the summer saw an average of 60 to 70 swimmers, with 
a high on three hot days of over two hundred swimmers. 

In the past few years, attempts to form a Swim Team met with little 
success, however this year, due to the energy and enthusiam created by the 
Life Guards, we were able to successfully form a swim team. Over fifty 
children took part in the meets, which were held at the Pool and at other Pools 
in neighboring towns. Many ribbons were received by those who took part. 
Lane lines were constructed, and ongoing plans for future Swim Teams will 
be a high priority. 

This years Water Carnival was another success. It was very festive with 
games and prizes arranged for all levels. Especially enjoyed was the log rolling 
contest. Over one hundred and fifty people attended, and it was a beautiful 
day. 

There were several new items at the Pool this year for everyone's use. 
Included were a new raft, a slide on the new portion of Dock No. 2, a heavy 
duty swing set, which was constantly in use by younger children, a kickboard 
for playing kick ball, a horseshoe set, and a volley ball area. Jim Lehman 
brought his canoe to the Pool. It was used with respect this year, and many 
signed in advance for twenty minute periods of canoeing. The canoe was 
introduced to the swimming lessons, and it was recommended that a canoe be 
purchased for future years. 

The swing set materials were donated by the telephone company and the 
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power company, and is of very sturdy construction. We were assisted by 
Warren McCullough and the town maintenance crew in setting the poles with 
their back hoe. Those items added during the last season were all low cost 
items, requiring only a lot of hours of voluntary work, which was rendered 
and appreciated. 

During the Spring, the woods between the Pool and the Skating Rink 
were stripped of the larger trees, leaving a terrible mess throughout the 
woods.

The Pool committee was also assisted by Steve Follette, who helped during 
one of the work days. With the donation of high side boards for the Pool Cart 
by Olier St. Denis, we were able to more larger loads of waste from the area 
being cleared up. By this next summer, we hope to have Picnic Tables and 
either fireplaces or charcoal grills for everyones use. 

During the next summer, we hope to promote and improve the Swim 
Team, and to offer canoeing lessons to those interested. It is hoped that we will 
be able to solve the problem of non-resident swimmers that attend the Pool. A 
majority of these people have no respect for the property, or the Safety Rules 
and Regulations that are set up for everyone, to provide a safe environment. 
The behavior of these people and their language have caused many resident 
swimmers to leave in disgust. 

We of the Pool Committee would like to thank all of those who helped 
during the past season, and are looking forward to a successful season this 
summer.

We received a trophy for the best appearing Rescue Unit, 
our 1983 Toyota. 

We thank the people of 
Proctor for supporting us and all the organizations that participated. We hope 
you all had a good time and hope you will support us again next year. 

The women's auxiliary was active again this year, and we thank them for 
the help they gave us on the 4th of July and all the help and support they have 
given us over the years. 

Our Bingo is still a big success. The firemen are all taking their turns at 
running bingo. We also received help from the firemen's wives running the 
refreshment stand. We have a lot of support from the town's people in making 
our bingo a success, for which we thank them and hope they will continue to 
support us. Our Bingo is every Sunday evening at 7:00 P.M. 

As most of the towns people know we built an addition on the back of the 
Fire Station this year. The purpose for this addition is to make more room in 
the main bays of the station and to get all of our equipment under one roof. 
The addition was built by the Firemen and paid for by money raised from 
Bingo. The addition is 42 feet long, 12 feet wide, and 12 feet high. This gives us 
a lot of storage room for our equipment. 

We gave to a number of organizations during the past year: The Vermont

State, Camp Thorpe, Proctor Youth League, WSYB Christmas Fund, 
Proctor Boosters, American Heart Association, Ronald McDonald House, 
and Vermont Youth Soccer Association. 

During Fire Prevention Week, 5 members of the department put on a fire 
prevention course at the elementary school for each grade including Kinder- 
garden. We showed them our equipment, what it is used for and how we use it.

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REGIONAL AMBULANCE SERVICE 

FY 1984 ANNUAL REPORT 

The year has brought about many favorable changes for the Regional 
Ambulance Service. Nearly 1 / 3 more calls were answered than was originally 
estimated. This increased call volume has resulted in the purchase of a fourth 
ambulance and hiring of additional staff. 

In its infancy the organization expected a certain number of changes to 
take place and provided room for growth in order to obtain the highest 
quality and most efficient Emergency Health Care possible. 

Many of our problems can be contributed to a poor cash flow situation. 
This stems from the original fund raising efforts which fell somewhat short in 
providing adequate working capital. Having struggled through this very 
difficult period by keeping a tight rein on our expenditures we have managed 
to improve our cash flow. 

In an effort to improve our recordkeeping and accountability the Board 
of Directors employed the accounting firm of Janssen Schmidt Associates. 
Their first responsibility was to set up a comprehensive accounting system in 
order that we could obtain good financial control. 

Since a large part of our revenues come from a per-capita accessment of 
the eleven (11) participating towns, the Board of Directors has established a 
yearly auditing poHcy. As a result of that policy Janssen Schmidt were asked 
to audit FY 83-84, the out come shows a loss of only $204.00 which is quite 
acceptable in view of the $308,000.00 budget. 

We have, at this writing, gained a relatively good financial position. 
However, there is one factor which is extremely important and will effect our 
future financial standing that is your support for the 1985 budget. The 
amount shown in the 1985 budget may appear large to some. But lest we 
forget that these items were neglected in the two previous budgets. We now 
must make up the difference. 

I'm sure you would agree that proper vehicles and equipment are essen- 
tial to a reliable service and should not be eUminated. In discussing these items 
it is well to know that all other budgeted items remain relatively the same 
compared to the previous year. 

In closing we wish to thank the voters for their support and express 
additional thanks to the business community and the many individuals who 
have contributed so much in money and materials to the success of this, your 
ambulance service.

FY 1984 Annual Report 

During THE BUS last fiscal year there was a steady growth of ridership 
and a continued upgrading of the fleet and facilities. 

The most significant event: receiving a $37 1 ,000.00 grant from the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administration. This grant allowed THE BUS to pur- 
chase its own Administrative/ Maintenance/ Storage facility as well as plan 
for vehicle replacement in the future. Having this facility will allow THE BUS 
to better maintain the fleet, ehminate payment of rent, reduce the overhead 
costs, and, in general, improve its service to its member communities. By 
having a source of funds for vehicle replacement, THE BUS will not repeat 
the experience of a few years ago. 

During the year the Town of West Rutland elected to rejoin THE BUS. 
On April 1st, 1984, THE BUS restarted service to West Rutland in conjunc- 
tion with the Castleton/Poultney bus. 

The ridership for the year was 160,540 passengers for the entire system. 
Of these, 58,158 passengers were under contract with various agencies in the 
county. 

The ridership for the Town of Proctor was 6,29 1 passengers for the year. 
A good number of these passengers utilized the route deviation service 
available in Proctor which allows Senior Citizens and others to have the bus 
come to their door. 

One of the reasons for the success of THE BUS during this past year was 
the dedication of the staff. THE BUS has the good fortune of having a great 
group of employees. The Board of Commissioners and the Management of 
the Marble Valley Regional Transit District — THE BUS — thank this group 
for their loyality and dedication.

The Regional Commission's agenda for the past year was to help your 
community deal with the dramatic changes we are all facing, expanding its 
local services program to provide the resources to answer your questions, find 
the information you wanted, and give you the training you requested. 

* We continued to provide technical assistance to the Planning Commis- 
sions, Selectmen, and other officers of our member governments. Specific 
assistance to the Town of Proctor included assistance with revision of the 
zoning regulation, assistance on identifying highway needs, and a Road Man- 
agement Survey and Community Facilities Survey. Your Commissioner also 
serves as Vice-Chair of the Commission. 

*We took initiative in proposing the Interregional Development Forum 
which will take an objective look at the impacts of ski area-related 
development. 

* We continued to be a means for local governments to discuss and solve 
common problems. 

*We conducted the annual Roger Brown Memorial Award for Out- 
standing Development program.

*We provided workshops on alternative sewage treatment methods, 
road management, and Main Street revitalization. 

*We developed a closer working relationship with area development 
organizations in order to expand job opportunities. 
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NEXT YEAR'S PROGRAM 

The Regional Commission's agenda for next year will continue to 
emphasize expanded local assistance to member communities and to identify 
and help resolve regional issues: 

* We will continue to develop new programs, alternative funding sources, 
and staff abiUties so that we can provide more and better services and 
information without greatly increasing member contributions. 

* We will implement a Financial Trends Monitoring System in interested 
communities. This System should give local officials better tools with which 
to assess changes in local revenues and expenditures. 

* We will present additional workshops and training sessions. Many will 
be geared to local road management officials and will be held at town garages 
in order to be accessible to local road personnel. Also we will sponsor 
workshops on groundwater protection, planning and zoning basics, and 
other areas in which you are interested. 

♦We will continue to expand our information resources, grant applica- 
tion preparation assistance, and computer assistance in order to provide you 
with the data needed to make informed decisions in local planning and 
management. 

♦We will conduct the Interregional Development Forum. 

♦We hope to implement a regional housing program to be run by a 
locally controlled nonprofit corporation — which will provide loans for 
housing improvements.

Executive Summary 

The delays experienced in 1982 due to the long awaited power rate setting 
by the Vermont Public Service Board, continued in 1983 until the final rates 
were established in mid-summer. With this milestone finally achieved, all 

project entities began an intensive period of negotiations aimed at restructur- 
ing the contract documents around a long term leveUzed power sales contract. 
This effort was culminated with the signing of the Vicon contract on October 
18, 1984. 

Subsequent to the contract signing we focused our attention on several 
sub-agreements which will be appended to the main contract. These include 
an interim waste agreement which sets forth conditions under which Vicon 
will accept District waste at either of their two landfills until the new facility 
begins commercial operations. 

The District's budget for 1985 is $98,450, a $17,350 decrease from the 
1983 budget. This decrease results from a significant carry over from the 
unused portion of 1983, interest earned on investment, new member taxes and 
a reduction in District management costs. Thus the District announces for the 
second year in a row a 30% reduction in the amount to be raised by town 
assessment. 

The past year included a number of "ups" and "downs" regarding the 
future reality of the resource recovery project. The District is happy to report 
that the "ups" now have a distinct advantage over the "downs" and it appears 
that our project will go forward in 1985. We can look forward to ground 
breaking in late spring/ early summer with startup and testing scheduled for 
the fall/ winter of 1986.

Annual Report to the Citizens of Proctor 

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention of 
illness and the control or ehmination of hazards dangerous to the health of the 
public. In working toward this goal, the Health Department has provided, or 
assured the provision of health services to communities across the state. Direct 
services are provided through 1 1 district field offices. During 1984, citizens of 
Proctor received the following services from the district office in Rutland: 
32 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental 
foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 

5 children and young adults received medical evaluation of individual 
health and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening,Diagnosis 
and Treatment program. 

8 persons received assessment information and counselling through the 
Maternal and Child Health program and/ or information and teaching 
of parenting roles through prenatal classes and home visiting services. 

5 children received comprehensive health assessments, including pre- 
ventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions were 
provided to 1 1 children through the Handicapped Children's program and/ or 
the Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention and 
control of illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety of 
substances. During 1984, the following laboratory services were provided to 
residents of Proctor: 

35 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against German 

Mesales (Rubella) to prevent birth defects, 

45 other diagnostic blood tests, 

49 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking 
water quality. 

The Dental Division provides services to local communities including 
installing and maintaining flouridation equipment in selected community and 
school water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible children, and 
providing dental health education in the schools. 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to 
Vermonters: 

120,81 1 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department clinics 
to prevent poHo, measles, other childhood diseases, and influenza. 
202,966 doses were supplied to private physicians. 

16 hospitals, 47 nursing homes, and 44 Level HI community care homes 
were inspected and licensed. 
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5,906 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 

1153 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 

382 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 375 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 

415 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity of 2 nuclear power 
reactors were tested for radioactivity, 19 houses were tested for the 
presence of formaldehyde, and 145 x-ray machines in hospitals, doctors' 
and dentists' offices were inspected. 

91 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 98 voluntary consultative 
inspections of Vermont industries were conducted. 

The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the dental 
care of 7,205 children; the Denticaid program provided assistance for 
12,387 children. 

3,238 persons received screening for early detection of lung diseases 
through the Barre, Rutland and other Health Department Chest Clinics. 

6,624 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed by the 
Laboratory. 13,806 bacteriological and viral cultures were tested. 

The Emergency Medical Services program provided support and technical 
assistance to the state's 87 ambulance services, 55 first responder squads 
and 16 hospital emergency departments. 629 Emergency Medical 
Technicians were trained or recertified, and 230 certifications were issued 
in advanced life support skills. 

The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 724 Vermont 
deaths, including 205 accidents, 19 homicides, and 76 suicides. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town Health 
Officer, Richard A. Kelleway. Please feel free to call him if you need any 
assistance. The Health Department provides technical assistance and support 
to local health officers.

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DOG LICENSES 

A person who owns, harbors or keeps a dog more than six months old 
shall annually on or before April 1 cause it to be registered, numbered, 
described and licensed in the office of the clerk of the Town wherein the dog is 
kept and shall cause it to wear a collar, and attach thereto a license tag issued 
by the town clerk, and shall pay for the license $4.00 for each neutered male or 
spayed female dog, $6.00 for each male dog and $8.00 for each female dog. If 
the license fee for any dog is not paid by April, its owner or keeper may 
thereafter procure a license for the Hcense year by paying a fee of fifty percent 
in excess of that otherwise required. 

Before a person shall be entitled to obtain a license for a spayed female or 
neutered male dog, he or she shall exhibit to the clerk a certificate signed by a 
duly licensed veterinarian showing that the female or male dog has been 
sterilized. 

Before obtaining a license for a dog six months of age or older, a person 
shall deliver to the town clerk a certificate or a certified copy thereof signed by 
a duly Ucensed veterinarian, stating that the dog has received a current 
vaccination against rabies with a vaccine approved by the department of 
agriculture. The town clerk shall keep certificate or copies thereof on file. 

A current vaccination against rabies means that: 

(1) a dog of less than one year has been vaccinated; 

(2) a dog of one or more years but less than two years of age has 
been vaccinated within the preceeding 12 months; 

(3) a dog of two or more years has been vaccinated within the 
preceding 24 months. 



STATE PROPERTY TAX REFUND PROGRAM 

This is a reminder to Vermonters who own or rent their homes of the 
State's Property Tax Relief Program. AppHcations for this program entitled — 

VERMONT HOMEOWNER OR RENTER REFUND CLAIM, 
are contained in Vermont's Income Tax Return Booklet. The booklets are 
automatically mailed to you if you filed a Vermont Income Tax Return for 
the previous year. If you do not receive a copy of the income tax booklet you 
can obtain one from your Town Clerk or from the Vermont Department of 
Taxes. Complete instructions are contained in the booklet. 

Applications for a property tax refund each year are to be filed between 
January 1 and April 15th. 

Individuals should check to see if they qualify for this refund and if so 
complete the form required and apply before April 1 5th even if you don't have 
to file and income tax return.

Representatives from the State Department of Education monitored 
special education practices in the Rutland Central Supervisory Union School 
District and found us to be in compliance with all state and federal regula- 
tions. An audit of financial records for the past six years also revealed 
complete compliance with state accounting procedures. Special Education 
Procedures have been updated and a detailed manual which outlines current 
practices is available to concerned citizens by contacting either school princi- 
pal or the Superintendent. 

Special education programs continue to be offered to severely handicapped 
students at the high school in our Multi-Handicapped Classroom and to 
developmentally delayed pre-schoolers through our Essential Early Educa- 
tion Program. A full continium of mainstream services is available to all 
grade school and high school students through the Resource Room and 
Speech/ Language programs at both schools. 

SUPERVISORY UNION 

Thomas Jennings, Business Manager of the Rutland Central Supervi- 
sory Union accepted a similar position in St. Johnsville, New York. His 
replacement is Beverly Hobson, who is currently setting up an accounting 
system as recommended by the CP. A. firm of Siliski , Murphy, & Buzzell, the 
firm which did a complete auditing of the School District's funds. Beverly is 
working on a Masters Degree in Business Administration from the University 
of Vermont. Last year's Supervisory Union's Junior High Science Fair was so 
successful that another one has been planned for March 27, 1985. This year, 
students from Barstow School and Chittenden have been invited to partici- 
pate with those of Proctor, Rutland Town and West Rutland. The host school 
will be the Rutland Town Elementary School.

To the Board of School Directors

We have examined the financial statements (Exhibits A through K and 
Schedules I-l through 1-4) arising from cash transactions of the Town of 
Proctor School District as of June 30, 1984, and for the year then ended. Our 
examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

As described in Note 1, the School District's policy is to prepare its 
financial statements on the basis of cash reciepts and disbursements; conse- 
quently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized when received 
rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid 
rather than when the obligation is incurred. Accordingly, the accompanying 
financial statements are not intended to present financial position and results 
of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

The School District has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets 
and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 

The revenues collected in the High School Athletic Account Fund (Exhibit 
I, Column 3) consist of collecfions of monies from outside sources of which an 
undeterminable amount is received. Tickets, if any, that are issued for games 
are not accounted for numerically. Thus, it was not practicable to satisfy 
ourselves with respect to such revenues beyond the amounts recorded as 
received. 

The cash receipts in the accounts within the Student Activity Fund (Sched- 
ule 1-5) (High School and Elementary School) consist of collecfions from 
variable and undeterminable sources. It was not practicable to safisfy our- 
selves with respect to such revenues beyond the amounts recorded as received. 

All the disbursements in the accounts within the Student Activity Fund 
consist of expenses of variable and undeterminable sources. It was not 
pracficable to satisfy ourselves with respect to the disbursenients beyond the 
amounts recorded as disbursed. Internal control within this fund is inade- 
quate since the disbursing agent has access to all cash books and records and 
is able to sign checks and reconciles such cash accounts. 
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In our opinion, except for the effects, if any, of the matter discussed in the 
fourth paragraph, the financial statements referred to above present fairly the 
assets and liabilities arising from cash transactions of the Town of Proctor 
School District as of June 30, 1984, and the revenue collected and expenses 
paid during the year then ended, on the basis of accounting described in Note 
1, which basis has been applied in a manner consistent with that of the 
preceeding year. 

Since the Student Activity Funds (Schedule 1-5) lacks adequate internal 
control and the receipts and disbursements of such funds are from variable 
and undeterminable sources as noted in the fifth paragraph, the scope of our 
work was not sufficient to enable us to express, and we do not express, an 
opinion on the statement of cash receipts and disbursements of the Student 
Activity Funds. 

The column on the accompanying financial statements captioned "Memo- 
randumn Only — Total" is not necessary for a fair presentation of the 
financial statements, but is presented as additional analytical data.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

A. Basis of Accounting — The financial statements of the Town of Proctor, 
School District have been prepared on the cash basis of accounting and 
thus do not conform to generally accepted accounting principles as 
applicable to governmental units as promulgated by the AICPA. No 
recognition is given to assets, liabilities, revenues, and expenditures 
until cash has been received or disbursed. The modified accrual basis of 
accounting is the acceptable basis of accounting as promulgated by the 
AICPA. (Certain revenues partially offset by provisions for estimated 
losses should be taken into consideration when earned, even though not 
received in cash. Certain expenditures should be recorded as soon as the 
liabilities are incurred.) 

B. Fund Accounting — The accounts of the School District have been 
organized on the basis of funds and account groups, each of which is 
considered a separate accounting entity. Each fund has been accounted 
for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprises its 
assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues and expenses as appropriate. 
The School District's resources are allocated to and accounted for in 
individual funds based upon the purposes for which they are are to be 
spent and the means by which spending activities are controlled. The 
various funds are grouped in the financial statements in this report into 
five general fund types and the two broad fund categories as follows: 

GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
School District. It is used to account for all financial resources except 
those required to be accounted for in another fund. 

Debt Service Fund — This fund was created to account for the transfer 
of money in the first year that the first payment on the bond was 
payable. 

Summer School Fund — The Summer School Fund is used to account 
for financial resources and resulting expenses involved with the operat- 
ing of the summer school.

B. Fund Accounting (Continued) 
FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Expendable Agency Funds — The Agency Funds account for assets 
expended and transferred from the General Funds and also assets held 
for particular organizations. 

Nonexpendable Agency Funds — The Agency Funds account for 
principal and income held for particular purposes. 

C. Fixed Assets — Fixed assets are recorded as expenses paid in the 
respective acquiring fund at the time of purpose. Such assets are not 
capitalized nor depreciated in these funds. Generally accepted ac- 
counting principles requires that fixed assets used in governmental 
fund type operations be accounted for in a General Fixed Assets 
Account Group. The School District, however, has not maintained a 
record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of 
general fixed assets has not been presented. 

D. Long-Term Liabilities — Long-term liabilities expected to be financed 
from governmental funds are accounted for in the General Long-Term 
Debt Account Group. This account group is not a fund and is con- 
cerned only with the measurement of financial position and not with 
results of operations. 

E. Inventories — There are no inventories recorded within the General 
Fund. All inventory items such as textbook or instructional supplies 
are considered to be expenses paid at the time of purchase. 

F. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting — The principals, through and 
with the review committee, submit to the Board of School Directors a 
proposed operating budget for the next fiscal year. The proposed 
budget is pubHshed and warned in the annual budget meeting and is

3. Pension Plan — The School District has a pension plan which covers all 
eligible nonprofessional fulltime permanent and active employees. The 
contribution rate for each eligible employee is equal to 3% of their com- 
pensation which will be matched by the employee. The School District's 
contribution will be based on the employee's annual salary as of September 
each year. Participating employees will be fully vested. The pension plan 
was written 6/30/75. 



4. Compensated Absences — Employees of the School District are entitled to 
paid vacation, paid sick days and personal days off, depending on length of 
service and other factors. It is impracticable to estimate the amount of 
compensation for future absences and, accordingly, no liability has been 
recorded in the accompanying financial statements.

May 15, 1984 

Town of Proctor School District Annual Budget Meeting opened by 
Moderator, Mark Candon at 6:55 P.M. The Warning for the meeting was read. 
Motion made and seconded to recess the School District meeting until 7:00 P.M. 
on March 16, 1984. Motion so carried. 

May 16, 1984 

The recessed Annual Budget Meeting of the Town of Proctor School 
District was called to order by Moderator, Mark Candon at 7:00 P.M. 
The Warning for the meeting was read. 
Article 1 

Motion made that the Town School District vote the amount of 
$1 ,246,620.00 for support of the public schools for the period of July 1 , 1984 to 
June 30, 1985. 
Motion seconded. 

Betty Lanphere made reference to the cover sheet handed out at the meeting 
showing a change in State Aid Revenues of $20,000,00 making the new State 
Aid figure of $361,00.00 which would in turn reduce the amount of taxes 
needed to the amount of $724,391.00. 

Mrs. Lanphere then asked if there any questions on the various pages of the 
budget report. Question was raised as to some estimates on the budget report 
being less than the actual through March 3 1 st figure. Mrs. Lanphere explained 
that at the time of making up the budget they were working with estimate 
figures. 

On Page 6 under Professional Services Audit the question was asked if the 
School had a proposal as to what this would entail. Mrs. Lanphere then read 
the letter from Siliski, Murphy & Buzzell, Certified Public Accountants, in 
reference to the proposed aduit. A copy of the letter is on file at the Town 
Clerk's Office. 

Rita Rienhart raised the question as to the procedure used by the Board if cuts 
in the budget were made. Mrs. Lanphere explained that requests were given to 
the Principals. The Principals make reductions and then these are returned 
back and then are sent into the School Board which in turn did make some 
cuts which they felt would not hurt the education of the students. 
The question was asked if the Board did not feel that cutting the College Prep 
English Course would hurt the students. Mrs. Lanphere replied that she felt it 
would and that was why the Board did not cut this and that a new course 
called Business EngHsh was added. 

William Corey asked the question as to the percent of increase that was being 
asked for in taxes. The percent increase is twelve percent. 
J ohn Valente made note of the reduction of Revenue of incoming tuition and 
asked if the Board felt this would continue. Mrs. Lanphere said the Board 
hoped not as then some thought would have to be given to some sort of 
consolidated school. 

Question raised as to possibihty of housing in one facility the Elementary and 
High School. Mrs. Lanphere said this was a possibility but felt first the School 
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District should talk with some of the neighboring Towns and the possibility of 
joining together. 

Michael Moran asked what the Board felt were the three main factors leading 

to the reduction in tuition such as the cut of the music program. Mrs. Lanphere 

repHed that the music program she did not feel had been cut. 

Paul Tracy in doing a personal survey of the situation felt that there was a 

great change in Rutland City's reputation and that you considered where 

people work that it was much easier for them to get their children to schools in 

Rutland than to Proctor. Also in being a small school we offer a very good solid 

education but we cannot compete with larger schools. 

Mrs. Lanphere made note that in the proposed budget are funds for an 

additional 60% business person to increase the business program in hopes to 

entice more tuition students. 

F. Ray Keyser, Jr. gave a report of the meeting of the Budget Review committee 
with the School Board in reviewing of the proposed budget. The committee 
feels that the quality of education should not be cut and were pleased to see 
that the Board in facing reduction of revenues tried to make cuts without 
affecting the quality of programs at the school. The committee also discussed 
at some length with the Board the problem of declining tuition students and 
the efforts by the school in recruiting these students. The budget committee 
recommended the budget as presented. 

John Zawistoski pointed out that down the road the school could be headed 
for some problems in that we are concerned with the loss of tuition students 
and that we will not be able to attract students from other areas if cuts are made. 
Concern that if cuts that were made had any adverse effect on quality of 
education or if there is the feeling that certain cuts might have an effect on the 
quality of education that perhaps the Board should approach the people with 
the budget as originally proposed with a statement that the people have a 
choice that if the budget is approved we will keep the programs and if not 
approved the Board will have to make some cuts and that these are the areas 
recommended. 

Catherine May felt that in the English Department some students were going 
to be hurt perhaps not the ones in the upper level but the ones in the lower 
level and middle level by moving them up. 

William Corey agreed that good quality education should be provided but 
raised the question whether Proctor can compete with the other schools in the 
area particularly with our decUning industrial tax base and more of the shift 
of the tax burden to the individual property owner. 

Paul Tracy in follow up of Mr. Corey's comments said that any time you cut 
some programs someone is going to be affected. Paul felt that before the 
Town started talking with other Towns that the Town consider what it wants 
for your High School. A steering committee of volunteer people should be 
formed to sit down and analize the problem and plan for the next five years or 
we will have an educational system lacking in many areas. 
Michael Moran said he feels a key factor in recruiting tuition students is the 
teachers. We are talking about sacrifice the taxpayers don't want to make but 
yet in his opinion the brunt of the sacrifice is going to the teachers. He feels 
that the figure in the budget is not high enough for teacher's salaries as it does 
not give the Board the flexibility when it gets in to negotiations to deal with 
teachers salaries. 



Discussion held regarding present enrollment numbers and the amount of 
tuition costs. Mr. Zaiji explained the difference in tuition costs and per 
student costs. Mr. Tracy pointed out that the position of full time Athletic 
Director had been eliminated and it was the Boards intent to make this a 
part-time position. 

The Moderator read the pending question on the floor "Shall the Town 
School District vote $1,246,620.00 for support of the public schools for the 
period of July 1, 1984 to June 30, 1985?". 

Meeting recessed for two minutes to set up for paper ballot on the question.
